Mrs. McClung Returns Full of Admiration For Way War 
Preparations Are Being Carried Along Across the Bor- 
der—Tells Also of Splendid Work Being Done by Wo- 
men in Great Britain—850,000 in “Men’s” Work. 


Mrs. Nellie L. McClung returned this 
morning from her lecture trip through 
the Eastern States, where she attended 
& number of the state conventions for 


Women's suffrage and addressed pub- 
lie meeting in connection with them. 

She reports that the American peo- 
ple are very earnest in their work in 
connection with this war apd are going 
along very quietly, saying little about 
their efforts. They are, she says, mak- 
ing preparation for a long war and are 
making prodigious preparation, For tn- 
stance they are building 20,000 aero- 
planes. They are putting great faith in 
their aeroplane invasion, In an address 
given by the deputy minister of agri- 
culture, he had said that American 
aeroplunes would go oyer Germany 
and clean it of all growth, as he had 
seen the grasshoppers invade Kansas 
and leave it barren of vegetation. But 
although they would try to make their 
aeroplane campagin complete in its de- 
vastation, they would not in spite of 
the example set by the Germans, drop 
a match on any hospital or school. 

Speaking of the National Convention 
in Washington which she only left last 
week, Mrs. McClung said that there 
had been a splendid enthusiasm. On 
Sunday, Dec. 16th, the last day of the 
convention, Mrs. McClung spoke to a 
mass meeting of over 4,000 people in 
Poll's theatre. 

At this meeting had also spoken an 
English girl, who had according to Mrs 
McClung, brought a-big message from 
the English women. This girl, Miss 
Helen Fraser, told of the 850,000 wo- 


in munition factories, There were also 
in England a women's army, organized 
by the government and under exactly 
the same military regulations, drawing 
the same pay, and organized in every 
detail the same as the regular armies. 
This army of women had released for 
more active service in the trenches, 
many thousands of men, They have 
taken over the work in the post offices, 
the cooking, carpentry, and much of 
the motor transportation. According 
to Miss Fraser, the women are now en- 
gaged in motor transport right up to 
the lines, 

Mrs. McClung spoke at the State 
Suffrage convention in Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota, Pennsylvania and Kentucky 
besides the National at Washington, In 
addition, she spoke at several cities 
including Richmond, Boston, Balti- 
more, Birmingham, and Dubugqe, Iowa. 
In Philadelphia she spoke at a lun- 
cheon of over 500 people, given under 
the auspices of the Penn#yivaniajEm- 
ergency Aid. There she spoke the 
work of the Canadian women in war

For the grown-ups, Christmas 
of 1917 cannot be very merry, and 
ought not to be. The Canadian 
people would indict themselves on 
a charge of callous indifference to 
the sufferings of their own sons In 
the trenches of Flanders, and of 
equally callous forgetfulness of 
the peril of civilization, if at this 
time Christmas were celebrated 
among them with the boisterous 
festivities of the ‘‘ piping times of 
But the very war condi 
tions whieh forbid that men and 
women with hearts to feel may 
make merry on their own account, 
equally impose upon them the ne- 
cessity of seeing that for the chil 
dren a Christmas that cannot be 
as merry as usual is not made mel 
ancholy. One of the most regret 
table —and lasting—results of this 
war is the effect upon the minds 
of the growing children, The sto- 
ries of battle and destruction; the 
spectacle of all the leading nations 
of the world loeked in deadly con 
flict and straining every energy 1m 
the deliberate purpose of killing 
men, bringing misery upon women 
and children, destroying cities, 
homes and wealth beyond compu- 
tation; these things are stamping 
themselves indelibly upon the 
juinds of the boys and girls of to- 
day. What can be their effeet but 
to weaken the thought of the sa- 
credness of human life and to in- 
cline the young disposition rather 
to hardness than to humanity? To 
offset that distorting influence 
from the war is the purpose to 
which this Christmas time may be 
utilized. After all, the best Christ 
nas is not the ‘‘merry’’ Christmas 
but the happy Christmas; the 
Christmas made happy by service 
to others, by relief of distress, by 
thoughtfulness to the neglected, 
by effort to extend cheerfulness 
and hope to others. If in” this 
Christmas time the children learn 
that there is another side of life 
than that presented in the war re- 
ports, something will be done to 
offset the de-humanizing effect of 
its horrors. If by example as well 
as by precept the children are led 
to make this Christmas an occa- 
sion of giving rather than of get- 
ting, an effect will be produced 
that will express itself not only 
now but in all the years to come, 
and in all the relations of life. 
While for the older ones the war 
will not be forgotten, and should 
not be, for the sake of the children 
let its shadow fall as lightly as 
possible upon the Christmas time.
